Many People May Guess on 
the Question, But, Figures 
Will Show facts 



ESTIMATED COST $22,000 




Every since the poastble construction 
of a sewage system for the village of 
Antioch was first mentioned, the resid- 
ents of the village hove been expressing 
their opinions very freely on the sub- 
ject. A large precentoge are in favor 
of the plan, first, last and nil the time. 
Some few want the improvement, but 
are in doubt abou^. the advisability 
' of Installing it at the present time, 
while some are avowedly against It and 
openly declare their intention of fighting 
the proposition to the last. When 
pressed for the reason of their objection 
the answer is always the same, "We 
con't afford the price". 

Now the prevailing opinion 

Beems to be that this pro- 
posed sewer is going to cost us ony- 
where between $75,000 and $100,000. 
If this were so, very few of us would 
favor the move, but we ore reliably in- 
formed that the true estimate is in the 
inoxirmum of $22,000. Mr. Emer- 
son has been making the topographical 
survey of the village, appeared before 
the board at Us last meeting and made 
the estimate of $22,000. 

That amount doesn't seem so very 
much for us to shoulder now does it? 
/v- and now to prove that this estimate is 
' very nearly correct, we wlllclM-yomto 
. Crayslake where the agitation Is in full 
force, their estimate is ?25.016 with a 
strong chance of a rebate, and we also 
call your attention to McHenry where 
the project is now inits advanced stage. 
In order that our readers may gain 
a clear idea of the matter, we herewith 
publish the detailed estimate providing 
for the construction of a purification 
plantand system of sahitay sewers in 
that village, including ihe cost of all 
labor, materials and other expenses, 
which is listed as follows:

That the farmers and dairymen of 
Northern Illinois have bound themselves ■ 
together into an organization for their 
own betterment, which is strong enough, 
to stand out, with success, against 
such companies as Bowman and Borden 
has now been fully .proven. The milk 
strike has reached a settlement and the 
producers have won out. The big cotti- 
panies have been forced to concede t 
their demands and pay the average 
price of $1.55 per hundred pounds ror v 
milk during ths next six months. / 

For years it has been an acknowledg- 
ed fact that the farmer was not receiv- 
ing enough for his milk and at -eacK 
"signing up day" dissatisfied rur^ora 
would float around, but in the end'they 
amounted to nothing and the milk con- 
cerns always continued to receive a 
sufiicient supply, at the same oldAigurea 
or at best, a scarcely noticeable in- 
crease. But as April 1 of .l'916 drew 
near the farmers of the various coun- 
ties agreed to demand their price, suf- ' 
fer a temporary loss if need be,, but 
above all to stick togethet untill their 
object was mointained. - - 

When the farmers did not sign up as 
usual April 1, the companies announced 
intentions of closing all of their fac- 
tories, instead of this bringing the pro- 
dudt?r5"to-thFfr'"ferm3;-vit- aeenled to 
cause them ho'concern what^v*»r,. in 
fact they met the officials ftTore than 
half way in thelmove, and the farmers, 
them-''elves,(5ompelled the plants to be 
closed by/not allowing one drop of milk 
to he delivered to them.

At Hebron the strike was the only 
conversation of the doy, and on Monday 
a big mt;eting_was held in the town hall 
with over two hundred dairymen in 
attendance. 'Plans were mudc for the 
formation of an organization to con- 
struct a factory to he known as **The 
Hebron Dairy Product Co ," This idea 
will however, be abandoned now that 
the Borden Co., has given in to their 
demands.

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DEAD PILED HIGH AT VERDUN 



Paris Says Mountains of Corpses Tes- 
tlfy to the Frightfulness of the 
German Losses— Berlin An- 
nounces Gains. 



FIVE SPECTATORS ARE HURT 



Famous Auto Driver Was Speeding 100 
Miles an Hour When Fatal Accident 
Occurred— Contest Won by Eddie 
O'Donnell. 



Paris, April 12.— Fierce German at- 
tacks against the French positions on 
Lo Jlort Hommo (Dead Man's Hill) 
ivere renewed during the night and 
the Teutons occupied 500 yards of an 
ndvanced trench, it was announced by 
. the war offlce In an otllclal commu- 
niquo on Monday. 

Mountains of corpses on the front 
northeast of Verdun and west of the 
Mouse river teatlfy to the frightful- 
ness of the German losses. 

The ferocity of the assaults around 
Hill 304 and Dead Man's Hill is only 
equaled by the gallantry of the French 
defenders. The text of the omcial 
communique follows: 

"West of the .Meuso the horabard- 
ment continued violently In the course 
of the night, particularly that fire di- 
rected against Hill Xo. 304. An at- 
tack launched by the enemy Sunday 
afternoon against Lo iMort Homme 
and which In general was repulsed 
■with heavy losses for our ndvcraary, 
enabled the Germans to penetrate into 
our advanced trenches on a front of 
about 500 yards long at Hill Xo. 295. 
We took 100 prisoners. 

"East of the Mouse there was a 
very sharp connict during the night 
In the little wood of Fontaine St. 
Martin, east of. Vacherauvillo. We 
made progress m the enemy's com- 
municating trenches south of the vil- 
lage of Douaumont. 

"In the Woevre region villages at 
the base of the Meuso heights were 
bombarded. 

"It is now known that the day of 
April 9 in the region of Verdun was 
marked by the first great attempt at 
a general offensive on the part of 
the enemy, this extending on a front 
of more than 20 kilometers (12 4 
miles). 

"Our adversaries, without obtaining 
any results comparable with the ef- 
forts put forth, suffered losses to 
which the vast heaps of dead before 
our lines bear witness. 

"No important event happened on 
the rest of the front." 

The official German statement Is as 
follows: 

"Enemy attempts to recapture posi- 
tions In tho mine craters south of St. 
Elol were repulsed. 

"Fighting with mines aronnd La 
Daasee and the Arras canals has in- 
creased In Intensity. "^ 

"West of the Mouse river, nothln- 
court and the fortified points known 
as Alsace and Lorraine, southwest of 
Cethlncourt were Msolated. Tlie en- 
emy was cut off, losing 14 oCicers 
and 700 men. Two cannon and 13 ma- 
chine guns were captured. 

"We cleared enemy intronchments. 
blockhouses and positions north of 
Avocourt and south of Sorveau.t 
fCrow'a woods). Several officers anil 
17G men were captured. 

"On the right (east) bank of the 
Meuse the ravine south of the Polvro 
ridge was cleared. There we captured 
four officers, 1S4 men and much war 
material."

1011. when 
at the wheel of the Blltzen Benz, ho 
covered a mile at an average of 112 
miles an hour. 

Burman was slightly hurt on two oc- 
casions in 1910. once on the three- 
quarter-mile track at San Antonio and 
again during a special challenge race 
at Savannah. Burman was married 
twice. He was born at Imlay City

Captain Martin and 
nine of the crew have landed here. 



Washington, April S.— The fortlllca- 
tions bill— second of the big prepared- 
ness measures— was reported favora- 
bly to the house on Thursday. It car- 
ries direct appropriations of 521,1)37.- 
050 and authorizes tho war department 
to enter Into contracts amounting to 
$12,300,000, a total of $34.1i97.0DU, by 
far tho largest bill of this sort ever 
brought before congress. Ijiat year 
tho hill carried about $G,000,U0O. The 
outstanding features of tho bill are 
these: 

Hugo Increases In reserve nmmunl- 
lion for field, seacoast and elego can- , 
non. based on European standards. 
The adoption of anti-aircraft guns. 
Acquirement of the exclusive rights 
and Installation of tho Hammond 
radio-controlled torpedo. 

Fortification of Now York and 
Cheaapeako bays with ICInch guns. 

Fortification of Boston, San Fran- 
cisco, Hawaii, and tho Philippines 
with 12-Inch guns, having u range, of 
30,000 yards. 

Completion of the fortincations oi 
1-OB'Angeles and San Diego. 

Appropriation of $1,000,000 to equip 
privato plants with tools and machin- 
ery necossai-y to manufacture slundard 
munitions for tho army. 

Changes In gun mounts, to givo ex- 
isting coast defense cannon greater 
range and accuracy. 

Tho secret hearings of tho com- 
mitteo disclosed that tho Kuropcan 
war has convinced army ofllcors that 
the ammunition reserve, good for only 
two hours, was hopelessly Inadequate. 
The bill provides $10,700,000 for the 
purchase of shells for Hold and sea- 
coast guns for the regular ormy. Last 
year this item was $I,3GO,O0O, 

Provision Is made for tho construc- 
tion of an experimental 16-Inch mobllw 
mortar, and one 14-lnch dlroct-llre gun 
mounted on a railroad car for tho de- 
fense of unrortifled harbors. 

Sixty-four anti-aircraft guns are 
provided, ten of them for Installation 
in Hawaii and the Philippines. The 
bill appropriates $750,000 for acquiring 
tho exclusive rights to tho radio-con- 
trolled torpedo perfected by John 
Hays Hammond. Jr., and Installation 
of one unit, preferably at Fishers Is- 
land, N. Y. 



Chicago, April 10.— Tho farmers 
have won the milk war and the con- 
sumer will not bo thu victim This 
was the gist of un announcement on 
Fi'lilay by Health Commissioner Ilob- 
erisou at tho conciusiun of negoiU- 
tions between representatives of the 
liiHtrlbutors and producers.

The surrender of tho Ira J. Mix com- 
pany and the liowmau company leaves 
the I3ord*en Conddnaed Milk company 
ihe only one that has not signed tho 
agreement. 

It required a seven-hour conference 
to end the strike. 

At ten clock In tho morning Wil- 
liam PInnow. mayor of Crystal Uko, 
who had asked Health Commissioner 
Itobertson to take tho Inltlallvo In 
steps to end the strike; ft.

CARRANZA BARS USE OF ROADS 

Foreign Minister of Mexico Says No 

Permission Has Been Granted 

to United States. 

Querctnro.Mex., April 10.— Tho Mex- 
ican government has not given tho 
American government permission to 
use Mexican railways for any purpose 
whatever, said Gen. Candldo Aguilar, 
Mexican minister of foreign relations, 
after a meeting of tho Carranza cabi- 
net on Friday. 

General Aguilar denied vigorously 
stories published In the American 
press to tho effect that the Carranza 
government had given permission to 
the United States array forces to use 
Mexican railways for transportation 
of foodstuITs and supplies.

In the Field With General Persh- 
ing. April n. via wireless to Colum- 
bus, N. M.— General Pershing pushed 
forward forty-eight miles by automo- 
Ijlle on Saturday and camped on Sun- 
day outside of a squalid Mexican rail- 
road town not far behind the advanced 
cavalr>-. It is the first time General 
Pershing's headnuarters have been 
near a railroad since leaving Caaas 

Orandes. 

Aviators who flew from Chihuahua 
City Friday are continuing their 
flights, form'lng the only link between 
this new advance headquarters and 
the bases in the rear. 

Scouts say this town Is full ot \ il- 
llstas, but the arrival of ammunition 
and troops cauaed no outward nxclto- 
m€nl. many Mexicans visiting the 
ramps selling sugar, socks, gay- 
colored underwear, towels and tobac- 
co. The troopers arc tired but well. 
Airmen Stoned by Mexlcano. 
San Antonio. April 11.— Co-operation 
to a limited extent by the Mexican au- 
thorities in tins work of the American 
punitlvo forces In Mexico was Indicat- 
ed by their offer to General Pershing 
of the use of the telegraph and tele- 
phone lines. 

The offer was made to tjio aviators 
who landed In Chihuahua lust week 
and was reported on Sunday by Gen- 
eral Pershing to General FunaLon. 

lIlH report was sent from some part 
ot the UeUl whose locution was with- 
held boro. n did not pass over tele- 
graph lines, but waa transmitted via 
aeroplane and wirclesa .routca to Co- 
lumbun. 

Shots Are Fired.

Talks With Herrera. 

Before leaving his headnuarters on 
tho San Geronimo ranch north of Guer- 
rero. General PorHhing said Gen. Lula 
Herrera, tho Carranza general, whoao 
defection was reported, called upon 
liim and that tho two had discussed in 
a friendly manner the offorts being 
made by both governments to run 
down tbo common enemy.

Notify 
this olTlce as to the force selected and 
expedite the movement.

Pershing Tells of Battle. 
In the Field With General Pershing; 
Rnncho San Geronimo, Mox. (to Co- 
lumbus, N. M., hy Aeroplane an-d Mo- 
tor Truck Courier), April 10.— More 
than seventy* of Villa's estimated force 
of 300 that attacked Columbus. N. M.i 
have been accounted for. Thew ar» 
the dead alone. 

Probably twenty of the 300 have 
been wounded, yet General Pershing, 
commanding the punitive expedition, 
iterated that tho campaign waa only 
in Its beginning. 

Two duHty Mexlcana In a buckboard, 
driving two dustier mules, pulled up In 
this camp about sundown and gave tbo 
general tho first news of the second 
engagement of the campaign. 

They had come from the southeast, 
from tlie country lying near that 
squalid adobe settlement, called Bachi- 
niva on tho map. and they brought 
word of how Col. ^V. C. Brown with a 
squadron of black troopers ot tho 
Tenth cavalry liad ridden Into a band 
ot Vllllatna resting their fagged horses 
at noon time at an arroyu, southeast 
of Llaclilnlva. 

Like Guerrero Fight. 
Tho Vlllistufl. surprised In tho first 
place and further handicapped by the 
fact that their mounts were either 
picketed or hobbled while tho band ate 
the noon meal of jerked beef and stale 
frljDlns, bolted precipitately, and with 
a few scattering shota lied toward a 
puas in the continental divide, through 
which they had come after the rout ot 
Guerrero. Tlicy loft on the Held about 
thirty dead and carried with them, 
Yaani-faablon. many of their wounded. 
For more than an hour General 
l»ersblng and his staff talked with the 
Mexicans who brought tho news, 
niiestlonlng and requostlonlng thoth. 
They talked, they said, with ranch 
hands near Bachiniva and had 
learned from them dates ot tho light 
as related by a peon acting as guide 
for the American forces. 

Given New Clothes. 
Columbus, N. M., April 11.— Ameri- 
can troops in tho Held In Mexico aoou 
will be equipped with now clothing to 
replace that torn to shreds in tho 
strain of tho campaign. 

A consignment of ahoes, hats, uni- 
forms, BweaLers and other wearing ap- 
parel, valued at ?100,000. was forward- 
ed south along the American lino of 
communication. 

With tho clothing went a shipment 
of approximately a quarter ot a mil- 
lion dollars In Mexican gold and sil- 
ver coin to bo used In paying the 
wages of the soldiers, who, while In 
foreign service, draw 20 per cent ad- 
ditional pay. The troops have experi- 
enced dllllculty spending American 
money, and for thla reason Mexican 
coin la sent. 

Mexicans Ready to Take Control. 
El Paso, Tex.. April 12.— General Ga- 
briel Gavlra, Carranza commander at 
Juarez, announced that tho forces of 
tho do facto government wore In a po- 
sition to take Immediate control of tho 
Villa situation if tho American troops 
withdrew. 

General Gavlra'a statement was 
mado in connection with tho an- 
nouucomont of Major General Scott, 
chief of staff ot tho American anny 
staff, that the purpose of tho expedi- 
tionary forco would bo conaldered ac- 
complished when the VllUsta bands 
wore dlsporaed or "as soon as tho 
troops ot tho de facto government are 
able to relievo them of tho work."

EARLY WORK IN BULB GARDEN 




Plant them, If there Is no danger 
of frost, outdoors about three feet 
apart each way. not In too rich 
ground: then when they commence to 
grow get a good stick, a hroom-handlo 
Is good, and tie them up with either 
cotton cloth or radla. 

It la beat to raise them with a single 
stem; lake halt tbo branches off, so 
tho air and light will circulate well 
around tho plants, as they take time 
to mako largo plaala. 

Place some sticks over them and 
attack a piece of canvas sheet or 
blanket to protect them from tho llrat 
froat. Tlie plants tlius protected last 
four weeks Inngcr. and It pays for tho 
labor, because you get the llncat Ilow- 
ers and lota of them. The tuber gets 
ripo bettor, too. 

When the dahlias aro killed by frost, 

cut out the tops; do not dip them too 

early; wait until the bard frost comes. 

They can stand until November 15. 

They also get more nourishment from 

tliu ground. 'SVhen you dig them be 

careful not to bruise them. Let them 

stay In the sun to dry, then put them 

in their winter quarters; a cellar that 

In frost-proof Is a good place. Cover 

ihem with sand, but If your cellar has 

concrete floors or Is too cold, they 

will get mildew and die. Put some 

boards on tho bottom. 

One should sow sorao dahlia seed; 
they grow much atrouger than either 
tubera or cuttings, and one is well 
repaid. The sceda sown In early spring 
will llower from tho middle of July 
until frost; those that do not suit can 
be thrown away, and the best ones 
can bo kopt over for another season. 

If tho season Is a dry one some ot 
tho plants In tho garden will have to 
be watered if you want flowers from 
them. This is especially truo of the 
dahlia. 

Use enough water to penetrate all 
tho soil in which their roots grow, and 
aeo that It Is kept moist. 

Watering today and neglecting for 
a week to como Isn't tho proper thing. 
Save the suds from wash-day for this 
purpose. The soap lu the water will 
bonellt tho plants. 

Re sure to supply substantial sup- 
port for your dahlias. If this Is not 
done you will bo likely to find them 
broken some morning after a auddcn 
wind or a hard rain-storm. 

Tho stakes should bo at least four 
feet tall— allow an extra toot and a 
halt for insertion In the ground— and 
thoy should bo at least an Inch through 
and of good sound wood. 

Paint them a dull green and thoy 
will not be unpleasantly obtrusive. 
Tie the stalks to them with broad 
strips of cloth instead of strings. Tho 
latter wlU cut Into tho tender branches 
when they are whipped by tho wind.

WATCH THE YOUNG TREES 

Young trees should bo watched and 
tho open spaces In tho ground about 
them, which have been mado by tho 
-wind swaying the trees, should bo well 
firmed down. 

Thib Is Important botoro the heavy 
winds of sprlns.

With tho first warm days the bulb- 
ous plants spring up. and many a be- 
ginner baa tried In vain to piish them 
back until warm weather. 

Aa a rule It Is beat to let nature bo 
dictator. Hardy bulbs will endure lots 
of cold; and If they do sometimes get 
helplessly nipped of fiower buds by 
undue haste, there is more frequently 
damage done to the roots by trying 
to curb the growth. 

Do not be In a hurry to remove the 
leaves which should have been their 
winter coverlet. Loosen them up grad- 
ually, taking care that the plants are 
not smothering. If tho weather con- 
tinues line, work the loose leaves a 
little more Into tho soil every day, 
thus gradually making the change. 

There Is le3,s drain upon the bulba 
if tho blussoma^are picked as soon as 
they commence to wither. 

Look to it that'Hhe ditches and 
druina are in good order. 

Some cut the tops from hyaclntha as 
soon as the leaves turn yellow, remove 
them, and plant annuals. Thla Is a 
very neat way of getting rid of tho 
bulbs— and most effectually, as a rule. 
But It you wish hyacinths another 
year, there is a better way. unless you 
can afford to purchase new bulbs. 

Those discolored Icavca aro a neces- 
sity to the plant while ripening tho 
bulbs, and If they cannot ho tolerated 
a permissible compromise Is to trans- 
plant tho bulbs to some out-of-the-way 
corner of the yard, where they can 
ripen In peace. They may then bo 
dried and packed away for autumu 
planting. 

It Is better to replant tho hardy 
bulba at least once In two or three 
years, else they become too thickly 
matted. Besides tho soil needs a re- 
newal of fertilizer; and this .can never 
be so well done as when the bed la 
empty. 

Tliero Is often complaint that the 
old-fashioned white narcissus pootl- 
cus blasts In the bud. This Is usually 
remedied by resetting tho bulba which 
havo become matted together. 

If you havo a number of varieties 
of tulips and more time and patience 
than money to buy new variotiea, 
there is often much pleasuro In grow- 
ing tulips from seed. Some ot tho 
soft shades of old-roso have been 
In our own garden evolved from tho 
cross-fertilization of standard forms. 
There is a pleasure, too, in watching 
tho unfolding of tho unknown. New 
varieties purchased ot seedsmen aro 
always announced and their beauties 
described; but these BocdlingH ate 
posKlvoly new, and aomo of them are 
strikingly beautiful. 

If in planting your tulips, carmine 
and scarlet aro in painful contrast. 
mark tho .one for removal at tho prop- 
er season. Some llowers show only 
harmony in varietal colors, but tho 
tulip cannot bo classed among these.

PLAN NEW CITY FOR CHINA 



Hankow, Destroyed In Revolution, May 

Bs Rebuilt in the Form of a 

Triangular Island. 

Tho recent agitation regarding tho 
proposed rebuilding of that part of 
Hankow, China, destroyed during the 
revolution, has developed into plana 
which may make tbo city p triangular 
Island, and for thlb an English com- 
pany oftored (In July, 1914)" to furnish 
550,000,000 at the cloao of tho war 
then pending. 

Commissioner Yan Tu has drawn up 
a comprehensive plan of improve- 
raont. One preliminary survey and one 
minute eurvoy havo been made, and all 
preparations for laying out tho sites, 
iJlgging tho new canal and construct- 
ing tho river brldgoa aro bolug actlv»- 
ly pushed on. 

The beat part of the city Is now a 
atrip of land along the rlvar Yangtzor 
and thla has been turned Into conces 
Blons, so that nothing can be douo Id 
regard to It. 

Next In Importance la tho land be- 
tween tbo river and tho old market 
placo, which is the only area on which 
dovolopments ^an bo made. As tho 
lower ond of tbe market placo Is con- 
nectod with the concosBlons. no oxton- 
Blon can be made on that side. 

At tho rear la a shallow lake, and 
without great effort It cannot bf 
turned into a market 

A comprehonalvo review of tho sllu- 
ntlon which recently appeared In the 
ChJneao National Gazette baa met 
with widespread approval. It says: 
"Tho strip of land behind tho conces- 
sions nnd tho sito of tho lake aro all 
distant from tho river, hcnco trans- 
portation Is dlfilcult. Cblneaa com* 
merce should extend and expand, and 
other undertakings must bo effected. 

"Those In chargo of tho project 
now Intend to open a canal, beginning 
at tho upper part of tbo Han river, 
extending along the rear of tho con- 
cosslons and Joining tho Yangtze river. 
Thus Hankow will be a triangular 
island. 

"On every aide of It veasola will 
bo ablo to caat cuchor, and the do* 
velopmont of Induatrlca and com- 
merco will go forward by leaps aad 
bounds."

To Put Plattsburg Jdea Into Effect at Sea 

WASHINGTON.— Secretary Daniels and his advisers decided to inaugu- 
rate a system of civilian naval training similar in general outline to 
that on which military training camps have been established at Plattaburg 

and elsewhere. It Is planned to use 
all battleships to lake those who pre- 
sent tbemaelves for training for a 
month's crulae, beginning about Au- 
gust 15. ' 

The veasels to he utilized as train- 
ing ships win take on their student 
personnel along the Atlantic coast, 
probably at New York, Uoston, Phila- 
delphia. Norfolk, Portland Mnrt 
Charleston. It is estimated that the 
six battleships will make possible the 
training of 2,500 men. A Birallar pro- 
gram, it Is expected, will be prepared, next year for development of the plan 
on the Pacific coast. 

The plan, which was drafted by Assistant Secretary Roosevelt, proposes 
that tho cost to the men shall be suniclently low to enable those In moder- 
ate circumstances to Join, Tho only compulsory requirement is that each 
volunteer declare his intention of giving his services to the navy In case of 
war.

Tho object of tho plan ia to establish a naval reserve of civilians 
exclusive of former enlisted men and those of the professional seafaring 
classes. Navy department officials are confident a sufllclont number. of men 
will respond to make the undertaking a success.

"Now comes the news that the 

common washrag la an even greater 

menace to health. 

"The hotels and public hostelrles 

havo recognized this for some time, 

and have supplied their guests with 
sterilized waahclotha In Individual 
scaled packets. The damp, 'sour'- 
smelllng washrag still exists, however, in many private bathrooms. Im- 
perfectly washed out after use, frenuontly not wrung out at all. it Is often 
hung over a rack or a radiator near an open window, there to collect dust 
and dirt. Frequently tho same washrag Is used by the entire family, thus 
affording an easy means of transference of mouth secretions from person to 
person. In many households each Individual has his own washcloth, and his 
Individual towel, but these hang so close to one another that there Is ready 
Interchange of bacteria. Each Individual should have his own washcloth. 
It should be thoroughly washed out with clean hot woter after use. It should 
be then wrung us nearly dry as possible, and. If possible, hung in the sun to 
dry. It should not come In contact with other washcloths. In the investiga- 
tions the United States public health service Is conducting in regard to the 
prevalence of trachoma, it has been found that common towels probably 
acted as a medium of distribution of the germ of disease,"

The fish 
food problem ia a great branch of our work, as are fish diseases. Everything 
done in the work tends toward the problem of economy and ettlcienfy in 
fish couservation, in which tho matters of fish food and flsh diseases .;car a 
vital part."

Woman Helps Make Capital More Presentable 

IT HAS become a commonplace to say that Washington Is one of the most 
beautiful cities of the world. This followed as a natural consequence

mitted to President Washington In 
1790 by MaJ. Pierre L'Enfaut. 

But this scheme embraced only 
the broad sweeping avenues, the trees 
and recurring green spots in triangles, 
squares and odd corners which make 
Washington so charming and so 
unique. 

It remained for a piiblfc-splrlted 
woman to throw the weight of her In- 
fluence and to inspire others with her 
enthusiasm In tho building of houses worthy of their environment. This is 
Mrs, Mary Foote Henderson, widow of John Brooks Henderson, senator from 
Missouri during tho thrilling days from 18G2 to 1809, and illustrious in many 
ways. 

Boundary Castle; the home of Mrs. Henderson, is In its way the beginning 
of an epoch, and it must always stand as tho first step toward a proper resi- 
dential section on tho proper streets. 

Washington has no building laws. Only public opinion and the awakened 
sense of beauty may prevent tho stately mansion of marble being elbowed 
by a shanty of cast-ofC bricks. Mrs. Henderson did yeoman work In arousing 
this sentiment, and her first step was this picturesque feudal pile crowning 
a splendid eminence at tho head of Sixteenth street. 

Boundary Castle was built when tho hill was virgin ground and was the 
only considerable mansion on tho boundary of tho city for a full half mile. 
Now tho magnificent avenuo 1^ Imcd on either sidb with mansions whicJi 
show plainly tho tnfiuenco of Mrs. Henderson's crusade. 

Some six or eight of these Imposing rosldencds were built by .Mrs. Hen- 
derson and nro leased to various foreign governments. They represent a post- 
graduate course in the art of correct building and are In a way a renalsaancA 
for architecture in the domestic sense in tho national capital. 

What Mrs. Henderson has done for art In Washington, or, rather, for 
artists, would mako a faaclnaUng chapter. She has a superb art gallerj' at 
Boundory Castlo, and she proves her interest in all rising geniuses hy>buylng 
of their work. l
